But in this case, the wolves may be the 
target of animosity resulting from econom- 
ic trouble and distrust of the federal gov- 
ernment, she said. 

Defenders of Wildlife, an environmental 
group, will reimburse Hurless about $1^000 
for the bull calf, Laverty said. 

She said she would rather see more 
humane answers to predator-livestock con- 
flicts “rather than killing something.” 

The last wolf was killed after Hurless 
reported his horses had been harassed. But 
when federal officials showed up, they 
found no wolf tracks, Laverty said. 

That wolf, however, was one that had 
been relocated following an attack on live- 
stock in the Stanley area, Williamson said. 
The wolf had made its way back, and when 
a relocated wolf is involved in another case, 
there’s not much leeway in the rules, He 
said.

Clayton around Jan. 20. There 
could be as many as seven 
wolves In the Twin Peaks pack. 
They killed the calf on Jan. '24. 
The following day they harassed 
his horses, Hurlcss said. 

— WiUiamson-killed-three- wolves— 
on Jan. 27. 

Hurless reported several more 
incidents of wolves coming onto 
his property, but no livestock 
were killed. Wolves did eat a . 
dog. but it was one that Hurlc&s 
had shot when it 'harassed live- 
stock. He left the dog next to a 
coyote he also had shot. The 
wolves didn’t, touch the coyote, 
he said. 

Hurlcss would like the authori- ' 
ty to shoot wolves when he spots 
them on his property. It’s. the 
only way to tcacli them that pri; 
vatc property is off limits, he 
said. 

The rules of engagement .say. 
that he can kill a wolf only if it is 
actually attacking his live.siock. 

If he kills one, “there damn well 
better be bite marks on them,” 
Hurle.ss said. Federal investiga- 
tors would look for tracks that 
indicate a chase, or bite marks 
on the animal. 

A wolf kill can be determined 
by the massive trauma (hat 
accompanies bite marks on the 
dead animal, said Roy Hcbcrgcr, 
who oversees the wolf recovery 
program for the Fish and 
Wildlife Service. If wolves come 
onto private property and threat- 
en livestock, the rancher can 
shoot at or otherwise hara.ss the 
wolves to drive them off. 

But the wolves haven’t both- 
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cred Hurlcss for several days 
since Williamson set up some 
“radio-actuated guards," an 
alarm system triggered by the 
wolves’ radio collars. The system 
plays a variety of taped human 
noises through speakers spread 
— nlungB-fencc-line . 

It sccm.s lu be working, 
Williamson said. And if the 
wolves don't come back, and 
(here are no further livc.stock 
...attacks, Williamson's work will. 
be done. 

‘-‘If he can got througli the rest 
of the calving season and not 
have any more {3roblcm.s, I’ve 
done my job,’’ said Williamson, 
who shoots the wolves from a 
helicopter. TTte decision to autho- 
rize. killing problem wolves lies 
with Hebcrgcr. 

Hurlcss' ranch is near n heavi- 
ly used wildlife winter range 
area. And the wolvc.s, doing what 
waives do, follow the deer and 
elk and just happen lo run into 
Hurless’- livestock, Williamson 
said. As long as the deer and elk 
hang. around, the wolves will 
hang around. 

And that’s not good news to 
HurleS.s, 40.

His comments came in 
-response to figures showing that 
for the 1997 school year, black 
children made up 17 percent of 
all U.S. students but 32 percent 
of those suspended. 

Hispanics made up 14 percent 
of students and 13.5 percent of 
those suspended, while whites 
accounted for 63 percent of stu- 
dents and SI percent of those sus- 
pended, according to Education 
Department figures. 

“A numerical disparity does 
not by itself prove discrimina- 
tion,” Norma Cantu, assistant,sec- . 
retory of education for civil 
rights, told the commission. 
Cantu said the disproportionately 
high suspension rate for black 
students predates new zero toler- 
ance policies and goes back as far 
as the mid 1970$.

DENVER (AP) - Sandwiched 
between Super Tuesday and the 
major primaries of the South, the— 
first western primary has dwin* 
died from a grandiose plan to a 
two^rate election that some poll- 
sters prpdict will be little more 
tliaii a blip on the political screen.' 

Instead of nine states with 
more than SOO delegates at stake, 
the March 10 primary will consist 
of Colorado and Utah. Wyoming 
Republicans will cast votes that 
day in county caucuses and con- 
ventions, not a public primary. 

At stake in the three states will 
be a total of SS Republican dele- 
gates and 90 Democratic dele- 
gates, or 2.7 percent of those 
needed for the GOP nomination

“Clearly, the efforts to have a 
true western primary did not gel 
in 2000,” said Dick Wadhams, 
spokesman for Colorado Gov. Bill 
Owens. “But Gov. Owens believes 
it is still a very worthwhile goal 
and hopes to join other western 
states after this election cycle to 
revisit the issue. 

“These things just take time to 
happen.” 

On March 7, 12 states will hold 
primaries, including New York 
and California. _ ^

which will be held in 12 states, 
including New York and 
CaUfomia, said Fred Yang, a part- 
ner in the Washington, D.C., firm 
of Peter D. Hart Research 
As,s«K:iaies.

WASHINGTON (AP) . I;i the 
•early 1980s. a rookie congress- 

- man from Phoenix named John 
McCain paid a visit to Winslow, 
Ariz., to check out a program to 
give job training to American 
Indian veterans. 

Robert Piciou-Branscombc, 
himself a decorated Indian 
combat veteran of Vietnam, 
headed the effort’s northern 
Arizona office, helping find 
work for Navajo and Hopi vet- 
erans. McCain told Pictou- 
Branscombe that he and other 
lawmakers were skeptical of 
thf program, but he traveled 
the 2,000 miles from 
Washington to Winslow to sec 
for himself. 

‘‘He changed his mind about 
it and went back to D.C. and 
had that program extended for 
five years,” said Pictou- 
Brpnscombe, now retired and 
living in Rimrock, Ariz. 

Now that Arizona’s 
Republican presidential prima- 
ry is coming up Tuesday, 
Pictou-Branscombe says there 
is no question who he’s support- 
ing. 

“I’m a registered Democrat, 
and I’m going to be voting for 
McCain,” said Pictou- 
Branscombe, adding he. will 
change his registration to 
Republican to vote in Arizona’s 
closed primary. 

The Arizona senator is active- 
ly courting Indian voters like 
Pictou-Branscombe, a member 
of Canada’s Mlcmac tribe and a 
naturalized U.S. citizen. 

McCain has made a campaign 
stop on the Navajo reservation 
and has Indian outreach efforts 
co-chaired by former Navajo 
Nation president Peterson Zah 
and former National Confess 
of American Indians president 
Ron Allen, chairman of the 
Jamestown S’Klallam tribe in 
Washington state. 

“John McCain is the onjy 
candidate that’s currently In 
thC'.race that has a good track 
record on American Indian 
issues,” said Zah, who last year 
changed his voter registration 
from Democrat to Republican.

Allen and some other tribal 
leaders criticized Bush last year 
after Bush said “state law 
reigns supreme when it comes 
to the Indians, whether it be 
gambling or any other issue.” 
The critics said such comments 
ignore constitutional and treaty 
provisions giving the federal 
government the lead role in 
dealings with tribal govern- 
ments.

Sidney said he also disagreed 
with Bush’s comment and 
chalked it up to ignorance. 

“It would be up to individuals 
such as myself that support 
Gov.

Voter turnout bodes 
well for Iranian reform

"fEHRAN, Iran - A huge turn- 
out suggested .a huge victory for 
reformers in Ii^'s parliamentary 
elections Friday. 

Across the country, polling sta- 
tions were forced to stay open 
late to accommodate long lines of 
people waiting to cast their bal- 
lots. 

Election workers said Friday’s' 
turnout appeared to exceed that 
of the May 1997 presidential elec- 
tion when 80 percent of cite coun- 
try’s eligible voters turned out to 
give the reform candidate, 
Mohammad Khatami, a landslide 
victory. 

Since ballots must be counted 
by hand, official results will not 
be known for at least a week. 

“There’s no doubt about who 
won - the reformists and centrists 
won. The only question is the 
margin of victory. I believe it will 
be between 65 and 70 percent," ■ 
said Nasser Hadian-Jary, a politi- 
cal analyst at Telu-an University. 

The election is widely seen as a 
potential turning point in the 
country’s turbulent post-revolu- 
tion history.

In the 
village of Stariyc Atagi, troops 
fired shells and Grad rockets at 


mountains to the south. 

Manilov reiterated previous 
Russian claims that the 5-month- 
oid war was nearing an end. He 
said the Russian strategy of using 
air and artillery strikes against 
distant rchcl bases in the moun- 
tains was working. 

He said the rebels have lost 
more than 11,000 since fighting 
began between Chechen-based 
militants and Russian troops. 
Russia reportedly has suffered 
1,221 troops dead, including 45 
killed over the past week. But 
both sides have exaggerated each 
other's casualties, and Russian 
troops in Chechnya have ques- 
tioned the. losses reported by 
their commanders.

The article “contains a lot of 
derogatory and defamatory 
remarks on Mahatma Gandhi, 
the father of the nation, which is 
injurious to national prestige,” 
said Sumit Dutta Mazumdar, 
commissioner of customs in 
Calcutta. 

“The article also contiiins siate- 


ment.s which hiive till die ingredi- 
ents of sparking communal 
disliarmony” he .said. 

Mazumdar said he personally 
had stopped the delivery of the 
Feb. 21 editions of (he magazine 
and that they would be released ' 
once (he article had been 
blacked out. 

Indian customs law, he said, 
allows the government to prevent 
dissemination “of documents con- 
taining any matter which is 
derogatory to national prestige 
and maintenance of public 
order.” 

Michael Fathers, Time’s New 
Delhi bureau chief, said: “One 


man in Calcutta is acting as an 
arbiter on what 2 million Indians 
should read or not read.” 

The interview with Gopal 
Godsc, brother of Nathuram 
Godse, was conducted last year, 
when 'Time was considering nam- 
ing Gandhi as its “Man of tho 
Century.” 

A Hindu nationalist, Nathuram 
was enraged by Gandhi’s over- 
tures to Muslims after the parti- 
tion of Britain’s Indian empire 
into predominantly Hindu India 
and officially Islamic Pakistan. 
He assassinated Gandlii in 1948.

Trade deficit surges to allTtime high in 1999 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
America’s tradeSdoficit, the 
major blot on an otherwise ster- 
ling economy, surged to an all- 
time high of $271.3 billion last 
year. Deficits with Japan, China, 
Canada, Mexico and the 
European Union all set records. 

-The Commerce Department . 
reported Friday that the 1999 
trade deficit was up a shaijt 65.1 
percent from a 1998 deficit of 
$164. 3 billion, the previous 
record. 

For December, the trade 
deficit narrowed a slight 5.7 •per- 
cent to $25.5 billion as exports 
rose by 3.2 percent, outpacing a 
1 percent gain in imports. 

The imbalance for the year 
reflected a huge 33.7 percent 
jump in America’s foreign oil bill 
as world pricc.s climbed from 
$9.19'at the start of the year to ' 
$22.67 in December. 

In other economic news, the 
Labor Department reported that 
consumer prices edged up a mod- 
erate 0.2 percent in January as 
the biggest drop in clothing 


prices in nearly 11 years helped 
offset rising costs for home* heat- 
ing oil, gasoline and other energy 
, products. .

C agress must close gap 


W ith mosradulc 
women - and 
most mothers, 
with children - 
in the work- 
force, families are working hard- 
er than ever to meet the emo- 
tional and financial needs of 
family members. It’s a task made 
far more difficult when women 
are not paid fairly. 

In Ills State of the Union 
address. President Clinton called 
on Congress to provide adequate 
funding to enforce equal-pay 
laws. Closing the wage gap 
between working'women'and 
men could make a real differ- 
ence in the lives of working fami- 
lies. 

To cope with falling or stag- 
nant income over the last two 
decades, middle-income families 
increased their hours of paid 
work by the equivalent of five 
weeks of full-time work in the 
1980s and an additional three 
weeks in the 1990s - a total of 
two more months of work. 

Married couples with children 
have increased their annual 
hours of work by an additional 
three and a half months a year. 
Mainly, this is an increase in 
wives’ paid employment. 

Women are working longer to 
‘help make ends meet, with 
wives providing 40 percent of 
(he family's income in typical 
.two-earner families. The typical 
married couple family - in the 
middle of the income distribu- 
tion - has an income of less 
than S40.000 when only the hus- 
irand works and about $6S’,000 — 
when both husbands and wives 
work. 

S'PUlv miithiT-; hav«- ,nl<n 

. increased the amount of time 
spent in paid work. Today, 
almost 87 percent of single 
moms work. And middle-income 
single moms are just getting by 
on less than S2S', 000 a year - 
counting money from jobs, wel- 
fare, the EITC, food stamps, 
school lunches, subsidized hous- 
ing and most other benefits. 

While improved enforcement 
of existing laws is a welcome 
step toward fixing the pay gap, 
working women and their fami- 
lies need more from Congress.

movement is “finislied.” Not even 
the most dedicated New 
Hampshire voters, TU wager, are 
willing to invest that muc^ mean- 
ing in their state contest. 

What is it about conservatives? 
From Bob Tyrrell, who nearly a 
decade ago wrote “The 
Conserrative Crack-Up," to David 
Frum, author of “Dead Right,” to 
Paul Weyridi, whose widdy publi- 
cized 1999 letter to conservadves 
urged them to withdraw from 
American culture, they can turn 
on their own with the voracity of a

' proposes some form of personal 
retirement account. Or health care: 
Bipurti.san measures have been 
introduced in Confess that would 
^ve tax credits to workers to buy 
in.surance on their own rather d^ 
relying solely on the choices made 
by dieir employers, injecting the 
s:^cm with competition. Or missile 
defense: It’s now U.S. policy to 
deploy a missile defense “as soon as 
tecimologically feasible’’-a quan- 
tum leap from the days when liber- 
als guffawed at President Reagan’s 
Strategic Defense Initiative. 

Consider also how conservative 
organizations - my own, yes, but 
also state-based think tanks, now 
numbering more than four dozen 
- have flourished over the past 
decade. How effective have they 
been? A 1999 report from the 
National Committee for 
Responsive Philanthropy, a decid- 


edly liberal organization, offers 
this assessment: “Tlie conserva- 
tive policy establishment is today 
perhaps the key generator and 
purveyor of public ideas." 

How imyonc can say McCain's 
New Hampshire victory translates 
into on epitaph for the right is baf- 
fling. Eacli of this year’s GOP con- 
tenders, even the dropouts, has run 
as a sclf-prodoimcd cas suffered 
four years of “humiliating defeats” 
at the hands of President Clinton is 
bccauK Clinton “successfully co- 
opted conservative ideas and the 
credit that goes with them.” 

No, you don’t hear liberals say- 
ing conservatism’s dead. Only con- 
servatives write their own obituar- 
ies. Liberals arc too smart for that, 
even during times -.such as now - 
when nobody takes their agenda 
seriously.

Prosecutors seek death penalty 
against white supremacist shooter 


' LOS ANGELES (Al») - Federal 
prosecutors said Friday diat they 
would seek the death penalty for 
a sel^avowcd white supremacist 
charged with shooting up a 
Jewish community center and 
then killing a postman. 

U.S. Attorney Alejandro N. 
Mayorkas filed the notice against 
Buford O. Furrow. It said the 
death penalty would be sought 
and that prosecutors agreed to go 
to trial Nov. 14 but the details 
were filed under seal. 

Furrow was indicted'on hate 
cr.imes in the wounding last 
'August of three boys, a teen-age 
girl and a receptionist at the 
North Valley Jewish Community 
Center and the killing of 
FUipino-American letter carrier 
' Joseph Ileto the same day. Three 
' of the 16 federal counts alleged 
^tmes that are eligible for the 


death penalty. 

When Furrow was arraigned 
Monday, the judge entered inno- 
cent picas on his behalf. 

Prosecutors then said a deci- 
sion about the death penalty 
would be left to Attorney General 
Janet Reno. 

. “It’s her decision alone,” 
Assistant U.S.' Attorney Michael 
Gennaco said. “And it is not 
reviewable by any court.” 

Because today’s notice was 
filed under seal, no one can 
comment on the contents or the 
rationale for the decision, said 
Thom Mrozek, spokesman for 
the U.S. attorney in Los 
Angeles. 

Federal Public Defender Scan 
K. Kennedy, one of Furrow’s 
lawyers, didn’t immediately 
return telephone messages seek- 
ing comment.

for nine days of Earth-mapping, 
NASA decided Friday to eke out 
nine more hours. 

Endeavour’s astronauts were 
supposed to retract their 197-fooi 
radar antenna mast on Sunday 
night. But NASA said it wjll leave 
the mast out until Monday morn- 
ing to collect more data. 

Here’s the catch: By adding 
nine more hours of mapping, 
NASA gives up any chance for 
'-astronauts to go out and crank in 
the mast if it jams. There won’t 
be enough time for a spacewalk 


before Endeavour heads back on 
Tuesday. 

The mast would have to be 
ejected and left to bum up in the 
atmosphere. 

Mill Heflin, mission opera- 
tions representative, said it is a 
gamble worth taking. He noted 
that the mast was extended with 
ease on Feb. 11, and said the 
^ance of its jamming or break- 
ing on the way back in is 
extremely low. 

Scientists originally were 
promised 10 full days of mapping. 
But just a few weeks before the 
flight, NASA reduced that to nine 
days.

Scientists explain the physics behind hitting

WASHINGTON - Remember 
the kid who couldn’t hit a l)a.seball 
in Little League and went on to 
become the prototypical nerd .sci- ' 
enrist? 

Now .some of Uiose weak liittcrs 
are explaining why they struck 
out: Hitting a baseball is very diffi- 
cult. 

Although that may sound like a 
no-brainer, some of the nation's 
best brains have studied baseball 
in order to come up with it. 
Physidst.s a former major league 
pitcher turned engineer-gencti- 
dst, and one of the world's leading 
evolutionary biologists dissected 
the nation’s pastime at the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science’s annual 
meeting here Friday. Tlicy did it 
just in time for spring training. 

In order to liit a 90 mph pitch, a 
batter must make a decision and' 
swing in the dme it takes to blink 
your eyes two-and-a-half times, 
calculated Yale University physi- 
cist Robert K. Adair, the author of 
“The Physics of Baseball” and the 
former official physicist of the 
National League. 

A batter, Adair concluded, has 
400 milliseconds'- four tenths of a 
second - to reaa to a pitch. People 
blink their eyes in response to 
light in 150 mMscconds. A batter 
75 milliseconds to see and rec- 
ognize a pitch, 50 milliseconds to 
decide what to do, 25 miUiscconds 
to order his arms to swing and 150 
milliseconds to swing, Ad^ said. 

“You have to start the swing 
when the ball has only traveled 15 
feet,” Adair said. 

Of course, a batter facing Randy 
Joftnson’s 100 mph fastball has 10 
percent 1^ dme to do all this. 

“You have to think when you ■ 
bat. but noc too much,” Adair con- 
duded. 

But when the scientists met on 
i'fiday there was lots of thinking 
«od not mudi hitdng.

University of Ulinois nuclear 
physics professor Alan Nathan 
trotted out equations, graphs and 
photos to explain what happens 
when a bat hits a ball. It is, Nathan 
concluded, “a very violent colli- 
sion.” 

The key to getting a hit is how 
fast the ball travels when it leaves 
the bat. That’s determined by the 
speed of the pitch, the speed of 
the bat and how much energy is 


lost when bat and ball collide, 
Nathan said. And while people 
talk about pitch and bat speed, 
the real key is how rigid the bat is 
and how much energy is lost 
because of that, he said. 

But you don’t need a Ph.D in 
physics to use math and science to 
. hit better. University of Arizona 
engineering professor Terry 
Bayhill has a way to find the tded 
bat. 


The best bat weight, in ounces, 
is equal to four plus the player’s 
height ill inches divided t^ec, 
determined Bayhill, the author of 
the upcoming book “Keep Your 
Eye on the Boll: The Science and 
Folklore of Baseball.” That means 
a 6-foot-toU player should use a 28- 
ounce bat - light by big-Icague 
standards. 

Harvard mcga-biologist-author 
Stephen Jay Gould, the president 
of the sdcncc association, and for- 
mer Washington Senators sideaim 
pitcher Dave Baldwin, who has a 
doctorate in genetics as well os a 
master’s in engineering, explained 
why no one hits .400 any more, 
even though players have been 
getting better over the years. 

That’s because there are fewer 
fringe players - really bad and 
really good - than there used to be, 
Could and Baldwin said. Ihc over- 
all batting average remains 
around .260. Weaker hitters ore 
weeded out and the better ones hit 
a giant wall, akin to a right Held 
fence, Gould said. Gould trotted 
out graphs and talked about stan- 
dard deviations to explain this. 

Without the charts and two 
weeks of scientific calculations, 
Gould pronounced that no one 
will break Joe DiMaggio’s 56- 
game hitting streak. That streak, 
he said, “defies statistical proba- 
bility.” 

But Mark McGwire’s 70 home 
run record can be broken, said 
Gould. The St. Louis Cardinal 
slugger set the record not because 
he’s some kind of DiMaggio-Uke 
superman, but because he tries 
hard, (^uld said. 

“Mark McGwire dwells among 
us,” Gould said. “He is not an 
ubermensch (superman). It’s 
obsession. It’s effort. It’s smarts. 
It’s putting everyth!^ into it”

Near-fatal crash mars inaugural race 


: DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. (AP) 
I- A terrifying crash at the first- 
lever truck race at Daytona sent 
[flames and debris into the grand- 
stand today, injuring nine fans 
[and two drivers. 

' Geoffrey Bodine’s truck 
~ [slammed into the'wall near the 
finish line at about 190 mph and 
cartwheeled wildly down the 
track in flames midway through 
the Daytona 250. 

Thirteen trucks were involved 
in the wreck, which ripped off 
part of the safety fence about 10 
feet in front of the first row of the 
stands. Fans scrambled for cover 
[as debris and a ball of fire hur- 
[iled toward them. 

! Bodinc, the 1986 Daytona 500 
champion who failed to qualify 
for Sunday’s race, broke an 
ankle, arm and cheek bone, track 
spokesman Glyn Johnston said. 
Bodine was taken to the Halifax 
Medical Center along with driver 
Jimmy Kitchens, who was not 
seriously hurt. 

' Five fans were treated at the 
hospital for injuries that included 
a broken arm, cuts and bruises, 
)and a minor head injury. Four 
other fans were treated for minor 
injuries at the crack’s care center 
and released. None of the fans 
was burned. 

Bodine’s Ford disintegrated 
into an unrecognizable heap of 
scrap metal in the crash on the 
front straightaway. 

“Pretty scary. To go through 
that kind of motion in that truck. 


it’s pretty violent,” said Todd 
Bodine, the driver’s brother, who 
competes in the Busch series. 

“1 was scared stiff. I’ve seen 
some bad wrecks, been in a cou- 
ple bad wrecks. Tliat was proba- 
bly one of the most violent 
wrecks you’ll ever sec. ... To see 
something like that just tears 
your heart out.” 

The Craftsman Truck Series 
race was making its debut at the 
Daytona International Speedway. 
The 2.5-mile oval is the biggest 
and fastest track ever run by the 
6-year-old scries. 

Bodine’s truck hit the 3-foot- 
high wall, which supports the 12- 
foot-high safety fence, and burst 
into flames. As it careened down 
the track, flipping several times 
along the way, it was hit at least 
two more times by trucks, caus- 
ing more flames to shoot out of it. 

The engine was tom away from 
the truck body and landed on the 
grass in a thick black cloud of 
smoke. 

“There was so much smoke I 
couldn’t see anything,” Lonnie 
Rush said. “I checked up and 
everything turned loose. I was 
hitting the brakes, trying to 
downshift and do everything you 
do, and it just started spinning.” 

The force of the crash tore about 
50 feet of wire mesh away from 
steel support poles, several of 
which were also snapped off. The 
race was delayed about 2.5 hours 
as workers fixed the damage.

(AP) - Dan 
Marino signed hundreds of 
autographs, posed for dozens of 
pictures and waved to several 
galleries Friday during the 
opening round of his Celebrity 
Golf Invitational. 

Marino, playing in the 18- 
hole Pro-Am part of the three- 
day event, shot a 79 thanks in 
part to a 325-yard drive that led 
to a birdie on the par-5 No. 18. 
But before, during and after 
the five-hour round, the NFL’s 
all-time leading passer gave no 
indication^ about his future 
plans.

The 
Dolphins signed quarterback 
Jay Fiedler on Thursday, 
almost certainly ending 
Marino’s career with the team. 

Marino said Elway is the only 
person he might sock advice 
from, but ihe nvo have not yet 
talked. Marino seems headed 
into retirement unless he lands 
an offer from another team. 

"There is always going to be 
change, and very seldom do we 
ever go out on our own terms,” 
former Dolphins receiver Nat 
Moore said.

BOISE - A federal judge has 
dismissed Idaho’s lawsuit against 
a Forest Service proposal to 
develop rules for protecting the 
country's remaining roadless for- 
est lands. 

U.S. District Judge Edward 
Lodge ruled Friday that the suit . 

' filed by Idaho Attorney General 
A1 Lance was premature. 

“It appears that the court's 
hands were tied by a rather 

absurd federal statute,’.! Lance 

said. “The law says the Forest 
Service must facilitate the 
'active participation’ of states 
-ancLmbcs. — Bu^pparenily-the — 
same law precludes the courts 
from intervening until the deci- 
sion is made and the damage has 
been done.” 

Lance filed the suit on Dec. 10, 
saying more time was heeded to 
review the Forest Service pro- 
posal that would protect up to 60 
million acres nationwide - about 
8 million acres in Idaho. 

The Forest Service is conduct- 
ing an environmental impact 
analysis in response to President 
Clinton’s directive to develop 
rules for protecting the nation’s 
remaining roadless lands - about 
40 million acres across the coun- 
try and about 8 million in Idaho - 
and to identify any additional 
lands that may qualify for protec- 
tion. 

■ The state and the people of 
Idaho needed more time and 
information to make meaningful 
comments on such a sweeping 
proposal, Lance said. He also 
asserted that President Clinton 
already has made a final deci- 
sion. 

The state will review the order 
before deciding the next step, 
Lance said. 

Lance has contended the 
Forest Service ignored written 
requests to extend ihe prelimi- 
nary comment period from Gov. 
Dirk Kempthomc and the attor- 
neys general of seven other 
Western states.

Officials release name of teen-ager

RUPERT - The teen-ager fac- 
ing diarges in connection with a 
fatal accident in Minidoka 
County has been identified. 

Robert Greer, 17; of Paul, is 
facing a misdemeanor charge of 
vehicular manslaughter after a 
two-car head-on collision that 
killed 47-year-old Galen K. 
Meyer. 

Greer denied the charges at a 
Thursday hearing before 
Magistrate Judge La^ R. Duff. 
If found guilty, Greer could 
receive up to 90 days in deten- 
tion, the maximum sentence for 
a juvenile misdemeanor convic- 
tion, according to Idaho law. 

Greer's case will go to trial 
sometime within the next three 
wcoks-He is not being held-in - 
custody. 

Prosecutors issued Greer a 


juvenile petition charging him 
with vehicular manslaughter 22 
days after the Jan. 18 accident. 
The Idaho State Police has been 
’ investigating the accident to 
determine whether Greet* or a 
third driver had been responsi- 
ble for the crash. 

Greer was one of three people 
driving three cars on Idaho 
Highway 25 on the rainy night of 
Jan. 18. 

According to court papers filed 
in juvenile court, Greer said he • 
was westbound on Highway 25 
and was attempting to pass a 
vehicle traveling 40 mph in a 55 
mph zone. 

He had waited until a passing 
zone became available before he 
attempted to pass, he said. But 
as Greer tried to pass the vehi- 
cle, that driver allegedly sped 
-.up.-- • ^ 

When Greer saw an castbound 
vehicle coming toward him, he 


said his reaction was to speed up 
more, court documerns said. As 
Greer accelerated, the other dri- 
ver sped up again, at ^vhich time 
Greer braked. 

Greer said he had realized a 
collision was imminent “when I 
couldn’t go faster and I couldn’t 
brake.” The next thing he said 
remembered was talking with 
people after the aeddem. 

Greer hadn’t known who was 
driving tlie vehicle he was pas.s- 
ing, he said in the documents. 

Meyer had struck Greer’s pick- 
up on the passenger side. Greer 
was taken to Minidoka Memorial 
Hospital where he was treated 
and released, and Meyer died at 
the scene.

The lest appeared to be a .suc- 
cess. bill the details won’t be 
known for several days, after 
technicians disassemble the 
motor and check it out, 


- The reusable solid rocket 
motor was manufactured by 
Cordant Technologies’ Thlokol 
Propulsion division. It is a boost- 
er used to launch space shuttles. 

"We’re testing several design 
changes,” said Gerald Smith, vice 
president and general manager 
of the company’s Space Opera- 
tions. 

They include replacing asbes- 
tos insulation, trying out a new 
adhesive in the nozzle and replac- 


ing .some ozonc-dcpleiing com- 
pounds. 

“We test all these changes in 
these ground-test motors ^forc 
we ever fly,” Smith said. 

The motor Ls a little more than 
126 feet long and 12 fc-ct in diam- 
eter. Wcigliing more chan 1.2 mil- 
lion pounds, it virould deliver 
more than 3 million pounds of 
thrust during the two minutes 
that it fired during a shuttle 
liftoff.

Anthropologist recreates ancient community

*‘,Tm not a computer jock,” the ' 
Arizona scientist says. ‘Tm a dirt 
archaeologist.” 

'd/IDirt archaeologists'.' spend a 
big part of their life in the field, 
carefully picking through the 
r«mains of an ancient culture, 
trying to piece togcUier a story. 

But Gumerman can be found 
just as often these days in front' 
of a computer screen,- marveling 
at the surprising twists and turns 
as a community of virtual Anasozi 
evolves "before his eyes. 

■ : Using a little valley in northern 
Arizona as their model, 
Gumerman and his colleagues 
have created a virtual version of 
on' ancient world, a sort of "Sim 
Anasazi” to explore their ideas 
about the birth and death of a 
Cttlfure. 

••They are trying to understand 
a- '• classic .question of 
Southwestern prehistory: Why 
did the Anasazi abandon Long 
Hbuse Valley 700 years ago? 

‘The scientists don’t pretend 
their computer simulation is an 
accurate re-creation of the 
Anasazi world. 

"This is almost a cartoon,” 
explained Gumerman, director of 
the Arizona State Museum at the 
University of Arizona in Tucson. 
-•3ut they believe it does cap- 
rifre enough that’s important 
about Ano^zi life to allow scien- 
tists to explore the subject in a 
way that’s impossible with tradi- 
tional scientific methods. 

'■Much of Gumerman’s career as 
• L-n, 



a "dirt archaeologist” has been 
spent working at Long House 
Valley, an area of northern 
Arizona inhabited from 1000 B.C. 
to A.D. 1300 by a group known to 
scientists as the Kaycnta 
Anasazi. 

Since the 1970s, Gumerman 
and other researchers have 
meticulously dug at the ruins of 
Long House Valley, piecing 
together a detailed picture of 
where people lived, and when. 

From tree-ring data and geolo- 
gy, scientists understand the ebb 
and flow of climate over the 
years. They have even collected 
old pollen to help understand, 
what grew in the valley, “We 
know so much about this valley 
in terms of the archaeology and 
- in terms of the natural environ- 
ment,” Gumerman said. 

But archaeology always hits a 
wall, he explained, where the 
evidence stops.

Scientists then must collect 
what they know and develop a 
narrative, a story about the lives 
of the people that can help 
explain what they have found; 

It is there Gumerman and his 
colleagues have turned to the 
Artificial Anasazi Projcct.a 
It’s based on a relatively new 
type of computer simulation 
called “agent-based modeling.” 
Scientists have used comput- 
ers to simulate physical phenom- 
ena since some of the earliest 
computers were>uscd to design 
some of the earliest atomic 
bombs. 

In the ye'ars since, computers 
have .simulated things as differ-.

It was the 
first at which a majority of the 
audience clearly opposed 
breaching the four dams on the, 
Snake Riveri 

Breaching the dams would 
dose navigation locks and force , 
barges to stop at Pasco, rather 
. than 140 miles upriver in 
Lewiston, Idaho. 

Farmers argued that could . 
drive up their cost for transport- 
ing wheat and end irrigation on 
some 35,000 acres. 

“I'm appalled that we live in a 
society today that values fish 
over human life,” one Basin City 
former said. 

About 800 people attended 
the afternoon session and sever- 
al hundred more came to an 
evening session. 

A'bandoning rules that~kept 
previous meetings dvil, the nine 
federal agcndcs that hosted the 
hearing allowed clapping during 
testimony. That led at times to 
booing. 

Some-., audience members 
snickered when. Native 
Americans spoke of their treaty 
fishing rights and reverence for 
. salmon. 

“It seems that the attitude 
here is much more intense than 


what I experienced in Clarkston 
(Wash.),” during a similar h ear- 
..ing last week, ^'d'Levi Holt, a 
'member of the Nez Perce Tribe. 
“There’s much more animosity 
toward Indians and. all.that we 
stand for.” . . 

Many speakers expressed 
their distrust of government. 
Others called -on Congress to 
eliminate funding for any future 
studies of breaching. That’s 
unlikely since the government is 
under federal court order to 
study all options for saving 
endangered runs of salmon. 

Pasco-area farmer Brenda 
Alford drew cheers when she 
announced that 

Northwesterhers “will not allow 
the federal government and its 
drones to take away or even 
alter our way of life." 

Alford predicted dvil disobedi- 
ence and said the debate makes 
her especially thankful for the 
Second Amendment of the - 
Constitution, which allows gun 
ow ne rship. ' 

“If you East Coast Yankees 
and others think chat the South 
put up a fight, you ain’t seen 
nothing yet,” she told federal 
offidals. 

The Clinton administration has 
not taken a stand on breaching. 
But Grant County Commissioner 
LeRoy Allison testified that 
breaching is exactly pie type of 
scheme he’d expect from a presi- 
dent who would commit adultery 
and then lie about it.

eni as weather and the folding of 
a complex protein molecule in a 
living cell. 

Agent-based modeling is an 
offshoot of that simulation. 

It has grown over the last 
decade, in part because comput- 
ers have gotten fast enough to 
support sophisticated simula- 
tions, said computer scientist 
Nelson Minar. 

In traditional computer model- 
ing. Minar explained, you would 
' simulate the war between coy- 
otes and rabbits by using mathe- 
matical equations. 'Voii would 
compare the total number of coy- 
otes to the number of rabbits and 
use a formula to calculate how 
many rabbits were eaten. 

Agent-based modeling is differ- 
ent, said Minar, who used to 
develop simulations at the Saiita 
Fc Institute, a New Mexico 
research institution that is a 
world leader in such modeling. 

Instead of using equations, 
your software keeps track of each 
rabbit ond coyote, with rules for 
when a coyote eats a rabbit. You 
. place them on a virtual landscape 
inside the computer’s memory, 
then turn them loose. 

“It’s more of a botiom-up mod- 
cling.tcchnique,” said Minar, who 
recently moved to San Francisco 
to start a computer company.

' Provo situation, said Rob Jolley, 
Provo's lobbyist on Capitol Hill. 

The amendment states that tax 
increment funds can be used 
solely to pay part of the cost of 
the relocation of an agriculture- 
related business. 


The tax increment is the differ- 
ence in property taxes between a 
property's undeveloped and fully 
developed states. The state 
allows cities to use this differ- 
- ence for redevelopment purpos- 
es. 

Jolley said the bill gives Provo 
one option for dealing with . 
Xuhni’s. It could use the money 
for relocating the business to 
. another place, 

A biU by Rep. Michael Styler, 
R-Delte, would allow state 
Industrial Commission funds to 
be used for the relocation effort 
._ as part of a plan to bring business 
to rural community. 

Mayor Lewis K. Billings said 
the dty is trying to be responsive 
to a groundsweU of concern from 
the business community and oth-

“We think ultimately there 
comes a time when Kuhni’s has 
to relocate, even though we’ve 
established” an ordinance pro- 
viding fines for odor infractions, 
he said.

NRC rejects state challenge 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - The 
U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission has rejected a challenge 
by the state and has ruled the 
White Mesa uranium mill near 
Blanding may continue to recy- 
dc uranium-bearing waste. 

The waste is from old nuclear- 
weapons production facilities 
around the nation. 

The Utah Division of 
Radiation Control had chal- 
lenged the practice, arguing that 
some of the waste being sent to 
the mill contained so little urani- 
um that it was unprofitable to 
extract it. 

State offidals said it appeared 
mill owner International 
Uranium Corp. was using recy- 
cling as a pretext to make the 
facility into a disposal site for 
these wastes. 

The NRC ruled this week that 
International Uranium is follow- 
ing all the rules and providing a 
valuable service by extracting 
uranium before the residue is 


placed in the mill’s tailing pond. 

*^e were very gratified,” said 
Earl Hoellen, president of 
DenVer-based International 
Uranium. “It was a very strong 
decision." 

Bill Sinclair, director of the 
state Division of Radiation 
Control, said attorneys for the 
state are reviewing the dedsioa 

“Certainly we could appeal it if 
we vehemently disagreed,” he 
said. “But we probably will look 
at some alternative approach for 
resolving this,” 

International Uranium aqd the 
state already have started discus- 
sions about how much uranium 
ought to be in waste for it to be 
considered suitable for recycling. 

Sinclair said both sides agree 
wastes containing minuscule lev- 
els of the radioactive clement arc 
inappropriate for processing by 
the mill - even if allowed under 
the NRC ruling. The challenge is 
finding a minimum level that 
both sides can agree' on.

build and outfit and can be set up 
in a day. They include tables for 
religious study groups and a TV, 
VCR and coffee maker for late- 
night sessions. 

Footlockcrs inside the contain- 
er hold religious items for the mil- 
itary’s three dominant religions: 
Christianity, Islam and Judaism. 
There is a Koran, three versions 
of the Bible, the Book of Mormon 
and the Jowisii Holy Scriptures. 

Altliough the military is domi- 
nated by Protestants and 
Catholics (71 percent of Army 
personnel identify themselves a.s 
Christian, compared with 0.4 per- 
cent Muslims and 0.3 percent 
Jews), it has become a far more 
religiously diverse place. About 
26 percchc dte no religious pref- 
erence. 

Of the 1,300 chaplains in the 
Army, six are Muslim clergy, 
eight are rabbis, 99 arc Roman 
Catholic priests and the rest rep- 
resent other Christian denomina- 
tions. 

When lives are threatened, 
chapel attendance soars. 
Someone who wasn’t religiously 
inclined back home may .sudden- 
ly .reach for.God in a foxhole, 
Richardson said.

Singer puts folk conscience in Christian music

If you overlook the hairlines 
and the occasional lowered keys, 
the Peter, Paul and Mary phe- 
nomenon has an unusually agc- 
lcssquality. 

And the same could be said of 
■the tallest and lowest-voiced 
member of the trio, Noel P.aul 
Stookey. 

Stookey has a command of con- 
temporary culture, musical and 
otherwise, that’s especially 
impressive for a 62-year-old 
grandfather. And when, his vocal 
cords lubricated bya glass of 
merloc, he softly intones a couple 
of lines of Dylan’s “Too Much of 
Nothing,” he sounds remarkably 
like the gangling, goateed young 
buck who hdped to ignite the so- 
called folk revival nearly 40 
years ago. 

Stookey was in Hartford, 
Conn., last week preparing for 
two concerts at a church in near- 
by Southington. He was to per- 
form with his old pal Michael 
V^llv Blanchard, a singer/song- 
writer who himself~enjoys-a- 
narionol reputation as a modem 
troubadour. 


Both men are 
loosely associ- 
ated with the 
Christian music 
scene (Stookey 
had a widely 
reported con- 
.version experi- 
ence in the late 
. n . . '50s), and both 

Noel Paul Slooks, and sing 

songs that, with 
varying explicitness, celebrate 
themes of faith and spirituality. 

Stookey is troubled that the 
word Christianity these days is 
often associated with right-wing 
politics, in painful contrast to his 
own lifelong suppon of dvU rigliLs 
' and other solidly liberal causes. 

“I do sometimes find I want to 
distance myself from that partic- 
ular .brand of what I call profes- 
sional Christianity,” he said. “I 
think it sometimes acts as a stum- 
bling block to those who might 
otherwise find the faith.” 
■Stookey has more charitable 
feelings about the sprawling 
musical genre how called Christ- 
' ian Contemporary, a ter m chat 
— embraces-everything~fro'm rock 
tunes to backbeat-inflectcd 
choral anthems. 


“Well, first of all, I have felt 
pretty much ignored by and pret- 
ty much outside the Christian 
recording industry, as it defines 
itself. That used to bother me 
until I realized that the buyens of 
that music, most of them uriyway, 
.nre looking for a cliurch experi- 
ence. My music is not church. I 
write songs of discovery, songs 
about discovering the divine in 
the commonplace.”

Muslim tradition says the iwak 
was Jabal Musa (“Mount of 
Moses”) on Egypt’s Sinai Penih-'. 
sula, the site of the pope’s visit. 
From ancient times, it has been a 
destination for Cluisdan pilgrims 
and the site of the Orthodox 
Monastery of St. Catherine. . 

So why is. there any. question 
that this is Mount Sinai, espe- 
cialiy since it is.located on the 


Sinai Peninsula? 

First, the peninsula took its 
name from the tradition about 
the mount's location, which can- 
not be dated any earlier than the 
4th century. Second, there’s tbe_ 
Saudi Sln^ theory, which origi- 
nated with 19th cditury German 
scholars.' 

“A great. many scholars are 
now. coming around to the notion 
that Sinai is in fact in northern- 
Arabia,” says Cross, a courtly 78- - 
year-old and emerinis professor 
at Harvard University. 

Cross once agreed with the 
Egyptian tradition, still favored 
by most American and Israeli 
. s^olars. But by the 1980s he was 


telling students that Sinai was in 
the mountains of northwest 
Arabia near the border with 
Jordan. He offerred a scholarly 
explanation last year, in “From 
Epi c to Can on" (J ohns Hopkins_ 
Universi^ Press). 

Hard evidence, is unlikely to 
emerge. Unlike neighboring 
Israel and Jordan, Saudi Arabia 
docs noLpermif.imcnsivc archac-... 
ological digging. 

Cross’ thinking changed 
because intensive archaeological 
work in the Sinai Peninsula dur- 
ing the Israeli occupation of 1967- . 
1982 showed no signs of ancient ’ 
habitation during the presumed 
time of Moses and the Exodus. . 


Cross figures the wandering 
Israelites would naturally go 
“where there’s civilization and 
where you can get a decent 
meal.” And preliminary s^ace 
surve ys in s outhern Jordan and 
northwest Arabia fndicate' tHe ' 
existence of thriving settlements 
^ere in Moses’ day. 

The Bible also provides impor- 
tant evidence, .Cross says. Almost 
every expert agrees that the 
scriptural land of Midian was 
east of the Gulf of Aqaba in 
southern Jordan and northern 
Arabia. And Midian was closely 
linked with Moses. 

The Bible reports that after he 
killed an overlord in Egypt, 


“Moses fled from Pharaoh, and 
stayed in the land of Midian” 
(Exodus 2:15). There he married 

- the Midianite Zepporah. And 
Moses had his climactic meeting 

__wiih_GodJn the burning bush at_ 
Mount Horeb - a Bible' ^dnym 
for Mount Sinai - while “keeping 
the Hock oj his father-in-law 
Jethro". (Exodus 3:14:17). 

. Proponents of the Egyptian' 
location can also cite Scriptllre. G. 

I. Davies of Cambridge University 
notes that Deuteronomy 1:2 
reports it took 11 days to travel 
from Horeb (Mount Sinai) to 
Kadesh-bamea in northern Sinai. 
He figures an Arabian mountain

Deaf people leave churches where they 
feel ignored, become united in worship

j COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. - 
'Their voices intermingle. Some 
can hear the words.' Most can’t. 

An overhead projector flashes 
the lyrics onto a screen, the kind 
you see in grade-school class- 
rooms. “Jesus saves, Jesus saves, 
Jesus saves,” goes the refrain.

Just voices, the voices of deaf 
and hearing people washing ovw 
one another in worship. The 30 in 
attendance come from different 
faiths, races and socioeconomic 
backgrounds.

^brated this bond, providing a

“hearing” churches. 

The congregation meets in a 
chapel area loaned to them on the 
campus of Sunnyside Christian 
Church on the dtj^s cast side. The 
pastor'of the Christian Deaf 
Church is Tim Thurston, a 46- 
year-old moil carrier and the deaf 
son of a hearing preacher. 

Bonnie Lamm was 29 when she 
asked an uncle and aunt to orga- 
nize this church for deaf people. 


Bom deaf, Lamm had attended 
churches with sign-language 
interpreters most of her life. But 
she felt uncomfortable, like the 
signing was an interruption for 
the hearing people in the pews. 

That’s a -common refrain 
among deaf people who have 
spent most of their lives in hear- 
ing churches, said Harold Noe, 
associate director of Deaf 
Missions of Council Bluffs, Iowa.
